capital increases wiih the passing 
hour, and trusts sprimt up like mush 
rooms m the night, covering every 
possible avenue of human endeavor. 
Whither are we drifting"?

must occur to the most unrefleciive 
mind that something is going to hap- 
pen. 
What has all this got to do with the

-armies, navies and courts of justice: a 
power bought with priceless Diood and 
countless millions of dollars: and yet 
two men were brought into our courts 
this week and asked to be permitted 
to exercise a freeman's privilege on 
the oth day of November next, and 
neither of them could speak or under- 
stand one word of the English lan- 
guage. Has madness taken possession 
or our courts; nas wisdom been baa^ 
isbed from our national 
councils? 
Where is the sentinel on the watch 
tower that shall sound the alarm 
when danger is near? We pause for a 
reply- The pending election, which 
now engrosses every thought has call- 
ed to the front many of the best men 
IB this great citvr, and yet. no tv. ith- 
standing the hign character of the in- 
dividuals, there is as uneasy sense of 
danger with many of them when ask- 
ed to define their possible administra- 
tion in case of election. There are 
men in office now who are accused of 
criminal connection with the very 
worst characters in the city. Armed 
with pleiiary powers, the latitude and 
longitude of which are imperfectly 
understood and Sue improper exercise 
of which is difficult to prove, and the 
thin mask of loudly proclaimed virtue 
may cover a mighty multitude of sin. 
Here is where the election troubles us. 
It is not. Are we Democrats, Republi- 
cans or reformers? Greater than all 
is the voter who owes no allegiance to 
any party, but who holds the imperial 
power of the citizen far atove the al- 
legiance to any party named. 
The registration of the last- two 


days exceeds the enumeration . four 
years ago by many thousands of votes,

Greater jSew York and which consol- 
dated five increasing boroughs into 
one magnificent city, in point of pop- 
ulation the second municipality in the 
world. For years this c >nsohdatioc 
lad been a troubled dream and those 
who first conceived it were allowed to 
see it only from afar off, not to 
enter into its rich fields and enjoy the 
milk and honey: but they were soon 
called away and, notwithstanding tbe 
wisdom contrated on this vast under- 
taking, 10 many respects the Greater 
New York has not realized the expec- 
tation of its founders. 
There are a 
number of parties of different views 
and different aspiration that claim 
recognition in the coming fight. 
can dismiss them ail but three, which 
command our special attention. The 
organized parlies which claim our 
serious attention are tbe Ropablican, 
Democratic and Reform. The leading 
Democrat indorsed by Tammany Hall 
is a lawyer of some c-jpability aud 
generally known as a man of excellent 
character. He' is well informed in re- 
gard to tbe city's necessities, and if 
it were not for the fact of some ques- 
tionable political associations wouid 
make a most excellent mayor, but the 
otner two parties, the Citizen's Re- 
form and Republican parties, have in 
dorsed one of the most popular men 
found within tbe limits of the five

It was 
expected during the first days of the 
fair that the wild tales being circulat- 
ed in all parts of thecnunty would cut 
down ihe;attendance many thousands. 
While they did have some influence it 
was not as"damaging as many believed. 
The fair is so firmly established that 
manv peonle look forward to it as 
their great holiday of the year and were 
readv to doubt what on the very sur- 
face'was untrue. The prompt denial 
of these reports, by the tnewspapers 
gave the people confidence and the 
damage was in a measure repaired. 
That som6 people remained away is 
shown b\*the decreased receipts. 
The board met this morning at 10 
o'clock and ordered the bills paid- 
There were no protests at a late hour 
and premiums and other'claims were 
rapidly disposed of. 
Everybody is 
satisfied because the results are fig- 
uring out so much better than was 
expected. 
The fair next vear will be a record 
breaker. The track is without ques- 
tion the best in Ohio, and the grounds 
and buildings are in the cream of con- 
dition. So many repairs and improve- 
ments nave been made that a great 
number of peoole can be accommodat- 
ed with ease, "special attractions will 
be secured for next year, and the first 
fair of the second half century will be 
made one that has never been equaled

8ENATOR J. B. FORAKER. 


Speech »t the Opening of the Ohio 


Campaign, Delaware, Oct. i9. 


Mr. Chairman and Fellow-Citizens: 


The campaign upon which we are en- 


tering Js of unusual character. 


The nation is passing through a 


great sorrow. 


"We feel more like mourning than 


disputing. 
We would gladly forego all discus- 


sion that we might tarry longer at the 
grave of our dead president, silently 
studying the great lessons of his life 
and trying to fathom the awful mys- 
tery of his death. 


But the world moves on and the liv- 


ing have claims. 


The official head of the nation has 


been murdered, but the life of the na- 
tion remains untouched. Our great 
leader is dead, but the government 
lives and the duties of citizenship sur- 
vive. They command us aad we are 
here. 
In another respect this campaign is 


unusual. 


'Unchangeable Democracy" claims to 


have changed—to have taken a "de- 
parture;" to have been born again; 
to be different and better this yew 
than last. 


They exultmgly point to the fact thai 


at their state convention they declinel 
to compliment or in any way whatever 
recognize Mr. Bryan, and refused to 
indorse the platform on which he and 
they all stood last year. 


For this they ask thanks and a vote 


of confidence. 
We cheerfully give 


them the thanks, but the confidence is 
another matter. We have had experi- 
ence. Their performance is not new 
It recalls 


SOME ANCIENT HISTORY 


that excites distrust. They proclaimed 
their most notable "departure" in 1871 
but they have been pretty regularly 
in the business ever since. They were 
then under the leadership of Cleiaent 
L. Valtendighani. H was at once the 
ablest and the most audacious Demo- 


I crat Ohio ever produced. 


With high-sounding phrases they re- 


solved to accept the results of the war 
which had ended six years before, in- 
cluding the Thirteenth. Fourteenth 
aad Fifteenth amendments to the Con- 
stitution, "as a settlement in fact of 
all the issues of the war. and to ac- 
quiesce in the same as no longer issues 
before the country," and pledged 
themselves to "bury out of sight all 
that is of the dead past, namely, se- 
cession, slavery, inequality before the 
law and political inequality," and de- 
voted and 
consecrated 
themselves 


"thereafter aad forever to the full, 
faithful and absolute execution and en- 
forcement of the Constitution as it now 
is. so as to secure equal rights to all 
persons under it, without discrimina- 
tion of race, color or condition." 


Standing on such a platform there 


could be no more talk about slavery, 
secession, coercion, or "a white man's 
government." Thenceforth the nation 
must be conceded to be greater than 
any state—greater even than South 
Carolina—and the negro must be rec- 
ognized and treated not only as a man. 
but as the political equal of all other 
men. That was, indeed, a departure; 
it was In fact * complete surrender of 
all there was of Democracy in that 
day.

owed another, they began at last to 
lerceive that some things were indeed 
settled, mad. when anally convinced 
hat there was no other alternative, 
they made the doleful business as spec- 
tacular as possible. 


With a treat fluttering of flags and 


beating of drums, they marched oat 
of the graveyard into the highway of 
progress, proclaiming a change of 
ieart and promising good behavior. 
And then, as though that condoned all 
the vicious past; as though, after years 
of persistent error, it was better to 
finally accept the truth, although driv- 
en to it, than to have bsen its cham- 
pion all the while, they turned to the 
people aad asked to be restored to 
power. 


Their sublime effrontery was equaled 


only by the overwhelming rebuke that 
followed at the polls. The people were 
rejoiced to learn that they had con- 
fessed their sins and promised to re- 
form, but they were not prepared to 
entrust them with tre government. 
They naturally wanted some proof of 
sincerity and some guarantee that a 
party that was so radically wrong on 
the great problems that had been solv- 
ed, would not be wrong again on other 
questions that might arise. 
They 


thought it well to impose a probation- 
ary period; and did so. 


The people were •wise. 


THIRTY YEARS 


have since come and gone. During this 
period tht Democratic party has adopt- 
ed and advocated every heresy, every 
ism. every fallacy and every evil that 
has appeared in American politics, and 
then, in turn, abandoned the same, 
except only the latest, which they still 
uphold as their present stock in trade. 


Taxation of government bonds and 


notes, the payment of government ob- 
ligations with greenbacks, free trade, 
tree silver, government by injunction 
and open alliance with Populism and 
Communism, coupled with a persistent 
and malicious violation of the Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth amendments, are 
but a few of the many mistakes and 
ruinous policies and propositions to 
which it has given its adherence and 
support. 


When it finally got into power It waa 


more than mere disappointment. What 
it advocated in the house it abandoned 
In the senate. The Wilson tariff law 
was the only measure of national char- 
acter aad importance that it was able 
to enact, and that brought discredit 
upon the government, disaster to busi- 
ness, and loss and misery to millions 
of American homes. 


That statute holds a lasting place in 


the recollections of the people and in 
the history of the country as a monu- 
ment to the incapacity of the Demo- 
cratic party. 


Its whole attempt to govern the 


country was a disastrous failure. It 
forfeited public confidence and went 
| out of power thoroughly discredited 
as a public agency. It has since stead- 
Sly g>ne from bad to worse. It has 
seemingly reached the point where it 
is in--enable of even proposing patriot- 


, ic aic acceptable policies. 


I 
Th" a are harsh criticisms, but they 


are fa.- less severe than Democratic 
leader* ar* pronouncing on themselves 


They now confess that they were 


wrong last year, and for years before. 
in regard to questions of vital charac- 
ter and importance that affected oui 
financial honor, our industrial devel- 
opment, our foreign policies, our na- 
tional obligations, and our prosperity 
happiness and good name as a people. 


They pretended then to believe what 


, th«r advocated, w»d, necessarily, they 
j either did or they didn't. If they did, 


It all (hey lacked capacity; If they 


they tacked sincerity. In altaw «••• 
they are ua worthy of public eoaM««ce. 
But w«» hav« both cases. 
Since th« state convention ta«y bav« 


been holding their county conventions, 
and "some have gone one way and 
some another;" =>ome have adopted th* 
state platform and rejected the na- 
tional, aad some have adopted the na- 
tional and rejected the state: som« 
haie clung to Bryan and some have 
spewed him out, and some have tried 
to do both. This diversity of the ooun 
ties has been exhibited by the states. 
Some have followed Ohio and sooi« 
have refused to do so. 
In short, they have no common 


agreement and no common purpose 
with respect to any policy or question 
of "national character. 
What their 


next contention will declare for. no 
mau can tell: but all men know that 
It will !w for whatever at the time may 
seem to give the best promise of suc- 
cess, without regard to whether it is 
consistent or inconsistent with pre- 
vious declarations. They will stand 
by their present professions or take 
another "departure," as expediency 
niay dictate. 


In at !ea?t one respect, all such "de- 


partures" are alike. They illustrate 
the want of fixed principle and pur- 
pose, and thus emphasize unfltness for 
public duty. 


No party caa be equal to the require- 


ments of government in this country 
thai is not inspired by a. national pol- 
icy that is the same in all the states 
and all the counties. So long as De- 
mocracy is one thing in one county 
and another thing in another county; 
one thing in one state and a different 
thing in other states, it is necessarily 
both incapable and unworthy, and 
should not have the people's favor. 


A party that can not agree with 


itself should not expect anybody else 
to agree with it; and a party that con- 
fesses that it did not know enough 
last year to know that free silver was 
a blundering folly, does not know 
enough to rule the nation this year; 
much less 5t to be trusted this year 
is a party that was capable of advocat- 
ing last year what it then knew to be 
ruinous, merely for the sake of party 
success. 
But, waiving all that, it is a gooo 


rule in politics and in government, as 
in everything else, to let well enough 
alone. We disregarded that rule in 
1S32 aad paid the penalty of four years 
of very hard times. 


The country has no confidence in a 


party that is one thing this year and 
another thing next year, or one thing 
in Ohio and another thing in Xew 
York or Nebraska; and that lack of 
confidence—the result of years of vac- 
illation aad persistence ia error—can 
not be cured in a day by platform dec- 
larations and promises. 
It is. therefore, enough of itself to 


paralyze business and bring disaster 
for the Democratic party to carry any 
important election. The mere chance 
for it to do mischief is sufficient to 
produce pacic. 
Bnt in addition to the moral effect 


of this lack of confidence, and notwith- 
standing its "departures" and declara- 
tions, the fact is that as to all the 
great questions of the day the Demo- 
cratic party 15 now, as it has been, fa- 
tally on the wrong side. 
It pretends to have learned wisdom 


about the tariS. but everybody knows 
it has not, and that it would not be in 
power twenty-four hours until its free- 
trade tinkering would commence. As 
a result, we would have at once a rep- 
etition of our experiences of 1S93 to 
1897. 
Whatever differences of opiaion 


there may be on other points there is 
none as to our 
PROSPERITY. 


We had it under Harrison; we lost it 
under Cleveland: we regained it under 
McKinley. Every man knows that a 
return of the Democratic party to 
power could not increase it, and almost 
every man knows that it would de- 
stroy it. Why place it in peril? 


It is the greatest we have ever en- 


joyed. It surpasses comprehension- 
It defies exaggeration- 


We have more industries in opera- 


tion than ever before. We have more 
men employed than ever before. They 
are receiving higher wages and are 
working fewer hours than ever before. 


Our farmers are producing more 


than ever before; they have better 
markets than ever before; thy are 
richer, freer from debt and happier 
than ever before. 


Our manufacturers are busier than 


ever before; they are making more and 
selling more than ever before. There 
is not an idle man or an idle business, 
except by choice, in all this broad land. 


Such universal paace, universal em- 


ployment, universal advancement, uni- 
Tarsal gain, universal prosperity, and 
universal happiness never before bless- 
ed this country or any other In the his- 
tory of the world- 


And it didn't just happen so. either. 


We had the natural conditions that 
made it all possible, but they were not 
sufficient of themselves to save pros- 
perity under Cleveland or restore It 
under McKinley. 


Improvident, unwise aad unpatriotic j 


legislation worked our . uia in the one | 
case, and the reverse "..as brought us 
prosperity in the other. 
This lesson 


is plain. No man can fail to under- 
stand it. 
If we would maintain and continue 


existing coaditiias, we must keep the 
Republican party ia power. 


But nations, like individuals, can not 


live by bread alone. We want and 
mast have prosperity, but we must also 
have 


HONOR AND A GOOD NAME. 


We must iave the respect as well 


as the friendship of other nations. 


This will be impossible unless w« 


worthily discharge all great duties that 
fall upon us. Great duties are upon 
us now. They came uninvited, but 
they are none trie less commanding. 
Th«y have brought with them new and 
difficult problems. It is not a question ; 
wh«th«r we shall MSUBW ta«* ratpoa- j 


•ibilities and undertake to solve 
problems. That point has baea kmc 
passed. The only qu«*tiom aow to be 
considered is whether w« Aall •» oa 
or turn back. The Democratic party 
tells us to vara back. It not only *»- 
sails the policies w« are pursuing, but 
it also denies the government's power 
to carry them out. This brings up the 
»hole subject, and calls to mind all 
the $r«at events of the last three 
years. 


The successes we have achieved have 


evcited the admiration of the world. 
On Sand aad on sea our flag has been 
everywhere victorious, and our states- 
manship has been everywhere tri- 
umphant. 


CUBA. 


We have given Cuba freedom from 


Spain. We have restored peace, law 
and order where only war, aaarchy 
aud disorder prevailed. 


\Ve are waiting only till the Cubans 


can organize their own government, un- 
der a constitution of their own adop- 
tion. to withdraw entirely from the 
island, leaving them absolutely fre* 
, 
and independent, with the single excep- 
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tion that they shall never become en- j 
tangled with any other nation that 
may seek a foothold there; and this 
restriction has been imposed only be- 
cause necessary to our protection and 
to guard the approaches to the Isth- 
mian canal which we contemplate con- 
structing. 
Is not all this work good and com- 


mendable in the sight ol the American 
people? And. it so. shall we turn back 
or go on to the end? 


PORTO RICO. 


We have given Porto Rico the most 


liberal and generous government ever 
provided for any territory of the Uni- 
ted States, and as soon as the people 
of that island learn Amerocan meth- 
ods and ideas and show capacity for 
self-government, we intend most glad- 
ly to turn it over to them for their 
own administration. 


For the first time in their history 


the burdens of their government are eo 
light they scarcely feel them, and yet 
they see. on every hand, the openiag 
of highways and the making of public 
improvements, coupled with the estab- 
lishment everywhere of school-houses 
and all the distinguishing features of 
American civilization. 


We are rapidly leading them up to 


the enjoyment of our institutions an«T 
our liberties. They understand ansl 
appreciate the situation, and are striv- 
ing to do their full duty. They were 
never so prosperous, never so happy, 
never so full of hope. 


Shall we go on or turn back? Shall 


we complete fhis good work, so full of 
satisfaction to our people, of honor to 
the country, or must we stop it, haul 
down our flag, shut up our school- 
houses, turn the little island adrift, 
and. while some power is seizing it, 
sneak off to our homes? 


THE PHILIPPINES. 


In the Philippines the insurrection 


has been almost completely suppress- 
ed. Practically the whole population 
have taken the oath of allegiance, aad 
civil government is being everywhere 
established, to be conducted almost en- 
tirely by the natives. The governments 
thus established are. In all respects, 
more liberal than any government they 
have heretofore known. 
Individual 


liberty, personal freedom and property 
rights are secured to all, and human 
life is as safe throughout most of the 
archipelago as it is here. A great ma- 
jority of the inhabitant are friendly 
to us and entreat us to remain and 
complete the work we have undertaken 
for their good as well as for ours. 


We shall hail the day as one of de- 


liverance from a great responsibility 
when we can safely intrust to the Fili- 
pinos the administration of all their 
domestic affairs. 


We are making rapid progress In 


that direction. Shall this work go 
on or shall it stop? And if we stop, 
what then? Everybody knows that if 
•we were to retire from those islands 
they would be immediately seized by 
some European power, which would 
rule them with far less liberality than 
we have practiced, and which, instead 
of leading them out of their weakness 
and darkness into light and strength 
and self control, as we are doing, would 
hold them in perpetual vassalage to 
monarchy. 


Yes, these are indeed great tasks, 


and they are full of difficulty, but if we 
meet them like men, they are also full 
of honor. 


Who would undo 


THE 
SPANISH-AMERICAN WAR? 


Its victories are the common herit- 


age of the whole people, won by the 
valor of the men of all parties. Demo- 
crats and Republicans stood side by 
side in that struggle, forgetting party 
affiliations aad remembering only that 
they were Americans. They should 
now stand side by side for the preser- 
vation of the fruits of their victory; 
not alone for the territory we annexed, 
but also and especially for the advance- 
ment they accomplished of our good 
name throughout all the eartii.

We stand easily 
and pre-eminently first in the counci. 
of nations. Our diplomacy as well as 
our arms played the most conspicuous 
and most creditable part in the great
